That Buzzell organized a new 
“A F. of L.” union among the 
strike-breakers working in San 
Pedro fish canneries. 

That the canneries are tak- 
ing $2 and $3 from ths pay of 
the workers in these plants for 
“police protection” from a non- 
existent picket line, without any 
protest whatsoever from Buzzell!
